Water rate 
hike 
refused

The Lompoc Water Commission 
last night once again declined to go 
along with a straight water rate 
increase, and instead, ordered a 
slash in spending and a reduction in 
the amount of free water 
Four of the live commissioners 
were on hand They were chairman 
Virgil Phelps, and commissioners 
Joe Mixseil, Fred Bock and William 
Hansen 
The commissioners have been 
asked to consider a 20 per cent rate 
increase 
recommendation 
Last 
night they settled the request by 
recommending, as they had before, 
to 
reduce 
the 
amount of 
free 
allowable water credited to both 
single 
family 
and 
apartm ent 
developments 
If the City Council goes along with 
the action the amount of free water 
would be reduced by 200 cubic feet 
to a new figure of 300 cubic feet for 
single family; and apartments to 300 
cubic feet from 500 cf. 
The reduction will raise about 
$60,000 on the single family outlets. 
In addition, the commissioners 
recommended 
that 
water 
mam 
connection fees be doubled. 
The total amount of the 1972-73 
fiscal 
budget 
recommendation 
remained in doubt today pending a 
refiguring of the changes ordered by 
the commission. In line with a 
subcommittee recommendation, the 
commission asked that expenditures 
for supplies be cut by about four per 
cent. 
It was a consensus among the 
commissioners 
that 
a 
balanced 
b u d g e t 
w as 
d e s ir a b le . 
To 
accomplish the goal, they asked that 
about $84,000 be taken from the 
reserves to shore up revenues. 
A1 Thompson, water department 
superintendent; 
Dale 
Batchelor, 
water treatment plant supervisor; 
and Marvin Loney, city finance 
chief, spoke against the reduction in 
supplies and warned that some of 
the cuts were risky. 
There were some sharp exchanges 
between the commissioners and 
staff 
members 
and 
particularly 
between Phelps and Loney. Phelps 
acknow ledged 
so m e 
of 
the 
problems, but added, “ We re going 
to have to cut some of the money out 
somewhere.”

He planned to get together 
with Thompson and Loney today to 
refigure the budget in the light of 
the commission directives. “ Then

Counsel for the largest county employee organization has 
filed an opinion questioning legality of the action of the 
Board of Supervisors Monday 
in approving salary 
increases, effective July 3, for assistant county department 
heads. 
Half of the 20 increases granted are only 2‘/2 percent, it is 
pointed out by County Employees’ Assn. attorney Gerald 
Haws 
The opinion stresses that the supervisors approved the 
“ token” pay raises without required notification to the 
employes’ organizations to which the assistant department 
heads may hold membership 
Assistant department heads’ salaries come under the 
eight-county survey not yet undertaken, according to Zaek 
L. Stringer, general manager, County Employees Assn. 
County code requires such notification given to employee 
groups prior to any consideration of pay boosts, said 
Stringer. 
Such an action, he said he felt, “ prejudices' the eight- 
county survey by having wage proposals adopted for a 
segment of county employees before the survey is carried 


out 
County employes are hopeful of getting at least a five 
percent raise, this year, according to spokesmen for the 
five employe groups Assistant department heads will get 
less than this figure on an average*, with five percent the 
high figure granted, it is claimed. 
Representatives of several employe groups had protested 
to the supervisors June 5 that assistant department heads 
not be given salary increases separately from employees as 
a whole, because of their connections with the bulk of

Man driving himself crazy 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - Man rapidly is driving himself 
crazy with noise although it is the easiest form of pollution 
to control, the World Health Organization (WHO) said 
today in a report to the U N. Environment Conference. 
The WHO report described noise as “ the curse of modern 
times and a major environmental problem, 
and said 
people’s hearing is increasingly severely affected. 
For instance, a recent survey in Sweden showed that 
nearly 20 per cent of all persons between the ages of 15 and 
20 applying for jobs had hearing problems caused by noise. 
It was double the number in 1956 
WHO said doctors now attribute one in every three cases 
of neurosis to noise and blame noise for one in every five 
headaches.

Once you have a design, 
check at a hardware store 
for advice on the number

brackets 
and 
supports 
needed. 
There’s 
a 
lot to 
choose from in wall-mounted 
shelving and hardware in all 
price areas. 


Shelving with a wood-grain 
vinyl finish, now available in 
virtually all sizes, is best 
for a kitchen. Some of the 
better 
v i n y l 
wood - grain 
shelves have the actual tex­ 
ture of wood-grain so that 
they 
not 
only 
have 
the 
w arm th of real wood but feel 
like 
it, 
too. 
They 
resist 
scratches, burns and scuffs 
and can be easily washed. 


Mounting hardware has be­ 
come an important part of 
the 
shelving 
unit’s 
motif. 
Standards (the vertical wall- 
mounts) and brackets come 
in a variety of colors and 
finishes. 
S o m e 
m anufac­ 
turers laminate the metal 
hardware to match the wood 
finish of the shelves. 


Many 
people 
go

with do-it-yourself installa­ 
tion but this need not be the 
case if you follow a few basic

Spacing of shelf standards, 
the 
vertical 
wall-mounted 
supports, depends on what 
type of load your shelves 
will be holding.

shelving experts at Knape &

inches apart. This is espe­ 
cially important if you live 
in a new house or apartm ent 
with thin walls not backed 
up by studs. 


Width of the shelves also 
depends on what they will 
be holding. If your kitchen 
shelves will be supporting 
cookbooks, 
eight-inch wide 
shelves should be satisfac­ 
tory for most normal-size 
books. 


How you will mount the 
shelf standards depends on 
the type of wall. Plywood or 
solid-wood panelling at least 
3/4 -inch thick requires only 
simple wood screws to mount 
the standards securely. 
If 
your wall is plaster or wall- 
board you must lirst locate 
the 2x4 wall beams or studs. 
Tap the wall lightly with a 
ham m er until you hear a 
solid "thud.’’ The stud should 


be directly behind the wall 
at that point. Space stand­ 
ards at 16-inch or 32-inch in­ 
tervals, 
since 
s t u d s 
are 
usually 16 inches from center 
to center. Regular screws 
can be used. 


You can place shelf stand­ 
ards anywhere on plastei or 
wallboard by using expand­ 
ing flange fasteners, which 
screw right into the wall. The 
fasteners expand behind the 
wall 
surface, 
providing 
a 
threaded hole for mounting 
the standards with regular 
wood screws. 


Mounting 
shelves 
on 
a 


brick, 
concrete 
or 
cinder 
block wall requires drilling 
a hole in the surface using 
a special masonry drill bit. 
Then insert a metal, fiber or 
plastic expanding plug in the 
hole and screw or bolt the 
shelf standard to it. As an 
alternative to drilling holes 
in a masonry wall surface, 
you can mount 1-inch x 2- 
inch wood strips to the wall 
with epoxy glue. Mount the 
shelf standards on the wood, 
using regular wood screws. 


The critical part of mount­ 
ing shelf supports is aligning 
the shelf standards. 
Once 
you have accurately m ea­ 
sured 
the 
correct 
height 
from the floor to the top of 
the first standard, fasten the 
standard by screwing in the 
top screw only. Leave the 
screw loose enough to allow 
the standard to swing freely 
until it comes to rest. G rav­ 
ity will make it perpendic­ 
ular to the ground but you 
should check it with a c a r­ 
p e n te rs level. Align the oth­ 
er standards with the first. 


When the standards are all 
in place, determine where 
you want the shelves. Install 
the shelf brackets carefully, 
taking special care that they 
are properly secured. Using 
a ham m er or the butt of a 
screwdriver, tap each brack­ 
et at the point closest to the 
wall, 
until 
it 
snaps 
into 
place. 


Now, put the shelves in 
place and have fun decorat­ 
ing them.

Goleta water district might 
cutback on new connections

(Joleta County Water District may refuse to grant new 
water service connections in view ol an anticipated 
insufficiency of water supplies to meet water demands this 
year. 
. 
This legal opinion has been handed to the district by its 
counsel, Robert E. Goodwin. 


In addition, Goodwin informed directors Wednesday 
night at their meeting the district also could ration or 
otherwise restrict or prohibit certain uses of water by 
existing customers. 
Also, the attorney said, he saw no clear basis whereby the 
district could insist on overdrafting Lake Cachuma. 


The three-way written opinion was requested by district 
directors recently. The queries were put to Gmidwin after 
Robert Watson, district manager and engineer, said the 
large district could "run out" of available water late this 
summer at the current rate of development and need 


Watson has explained the water district’s order for Lake 
Cachuma water is beimg reduced this water year — 
starting last month - to meet the "safe yield" output of 
27.800-acre feet from the Cachuma reservoir. 
The district may need at least 6,000 acre feet ol water 
above Its current Cachuma and well output, Watson said. 
Other water districts contracting with the U.S Bureau of 
Reclamation and the county for Cachuma water are agreed 


the Lake Cachuma supply shouldn’t be ovenlrafted, 
GtHHlwin said. 
GiKMiwin said the district has long required more than its 
contractual entitlement of 6,UK) acre feet, and has been 
obtaining additional quanities from Lake Cachuma’s

.\ny scluHiule of priorities should place household uses 
first, along with sanitation and fire protection 
Beyond that, he showed, it is within the directors’ 
discretion in setting other priorities and restrictions. 


GiKxiwin cited a State Supreme Court’s landmark 
decision in 1921 as bolstering his conclusions. 
This decision holds there is a duty to prohibit new 
connections if the demand exceeds the supply, in the 
interest of not penalizing current users because of new 
developments 


In speaking of the water company case, the high court 
said "...when demands of its consumers upon it have 
reached the limit, it has no right to take on new consumers 
to the necessary injury of those it has." 
.A moratorium on new water connections could be 
imposed prior to building permits being issued for a 
development, it was shown.

SACRAMENTO, C a lif — 
< NEA >—Ronald Reagan be­ 
lieves. Yes, he does. That 
California—supposed land of 
the crazy, ridiculous and 
kooky (his words) — works.

springy and All-American 
except for the intrusion of 
wrinkles around the eyes. 


And he talks well. Not the 
jumbled syntax of a Dwight 
Eisenhower or the obfuscat­ 
ing phrases of a Richard 
Nixon, His clauses tie to­ 
gether in complete 
sent­ 
ences. A beginning and an 
end. Whether you agree with 
them or not. 


All the cliches of the 
past,” he says, “ —California 
is a good place if you’re an 
orange—ignore the fact that 
California if it were a nation 
would rank seventh as an 
economic power in the whole 
world, with one of the six 
ahead of us being the United

Ronald Reagan, it's the way

its convention in San Diego 
in his Mat«- as scheduled 


“ Actually, I don’t think 
California could care less 


The real hassle had nothing 
to do with California. It had 
to do with a Canadian who 
owns that arena.

publicans would feel right at 
home 
“ Look at the difference 
with regard to tax reform 


and so-called tax loopholes. 
This is the greatest hypoc­ 
risy Democrats utter. 
In 
spite of two Republican pres­ 
idents in the last 40 years, 
neither one of whom, except 
for one two-year term under 
Eisenhower, had a Congress 
of his own persuasion, the 
Democrats have been run­ 
ning the show Now if they 
really 
felt that 
seriously 
about tax loopholes, what the 
hell 
could 
have 
stopped 
them?” 
As the governor of 20 mil­ 
lion people in the largest 
state in the union, and a 
long-time critic of govern­ 
ment bureaucracy, has he 
been able to keep it down 
around him? 
“ Yep, 
we’ve 
proven 
it 
works. For 10 years preced­ 
ing my taking office, this 
state added 7,500 new em­ 
ployes every 
year. 
That 
would mean by now we 
would have 30,000 more em­ 
ployes than when 1 took of­ 
fice. We have 1,500 fewer 
We didn’t do it with layoffs 
or firings. We simply put a 
freeze on hiring replace­

Show of interest 


Water needs of Santa Barbara County 
are 
a 
continuing 
subject 
tor 
rabid 
discussion at all levels. 
Certainly, one fact emerges as these 
discussions have taken place over a long 
period of years — ever since the creation 
of the Cachuma Project — Santa Barbara 
County is going to need supplemental 
water for its very existence and soon. 
As urbanization continues its relentless 
push northward from the megalopolis ot 
Los Angeles area, the needs of water 
increase. The South Coast communities of 
Carpinteria, 
Summerland, 
Goleta 
and 
Santa Barbara are feeling the pinch now 
according to their many surveys. The 
northern county also, definitely, will need 
supplemental 
water as was certainly 
shown by the highly-expensive feasibility 
study for the Lompoc Narrows Dam 
Project. 


What is being done? 
Speaking for our area, it is now a known 
fact that the Narrows Dam Project is in

limbo. It is in limbo because the decision 
must 
now 
be 
concentrated 
on 
two 
supplemental water proposals — the State 
Water Project and the Diablo Canyon 
Desalting Project. In addition, studies are 
continuing on waste water reclamation. 
The County has protected itself as tar as 
the use of the State Water Project as a 
supplemental water source. 
It has a 
contract. 
However, the Diablo Canyon Desalting 
Project has entered the picture as a joint 
experimental effort between the State of 
California and the federal government. 
It’s product would be for Santa Barbara 
County and San Luis Obispo County if, and 
it is a big if, the counties express an 
interest in going ahead with the endeavor. 
Water users of the County are being 
asked to approve resolutions expressing 
this interest. The City Council will act on 
such a resolution at their next meeting. 
The City Water Commission recommends 
an affirmative reply. 
We do too.
